REPORT  OF  THE  MANAGERS. 


THERE  have  been  several  changes  in  the  Board  of  Managers 
during  the  past  year,  and  one  church  has  been  added  to  our 
list.  We  always  regret  losing  from  the  Board  those  who 
have  given  faithful  service,  but  we  are  sure,  though  not 
officially  connected  with  the  Society,  they  will  always  take 
nn  unusual  interest  in  our  movements,  and  a  personal  pride 
in  our  success.  Early  in  the  year  Mrs.  Abbie  T.  White,  who  had 
been  our  Matron  for  nearly  eight  years,  sent  in  her  resignation. 
There  must  always  remain  with  her  the  distinction  of  having 
firmly  established  the  system  of  boarding  the  children  in 
private  families.  While  all  the  children  were  under  her 
care  at  the  Home,  she  assumed  the  responsibility  of  securing 
for  them  homes,  in  which  many  of  the  children  are  still  living. 

Mrs.  Lizzie  M.  Bassett,  who  assisted  her  in  that  work,  is  still 
with  us,  an  invaluable  member  of  our  staff.  Miss  Helen  A. 
Woods,  who  succeeded  Mrs.  White,  came  to  us  with  knowledge 
as  well  as  zeal,  and  her  report  will  tell  of  the  broadening  of 
the  work,  and  the  increased  number  of  children  we  are 
caring  for. 

Societies  belonging  to  the  following  churches  have  sewed 
for  us:  Pilgrim,  Unity,  Union,  First  Universalist,  Old  South, 
Pleasant  St.  Baptist,  Adams  Square  Social  Union,  Employ¬ 
ment  Society  and  Hope  Church.  The  Lend-a-Hand  Club  of 
the  First  Unitarian  Church  will  clothe  two  children  for  the 
coming  year;  Plymouth  Church,  one;  Piedmont,  two;  and 
South  Unitarian,  one.  The  value  of  this  work  cannot  be 
overestimated,  as  the  garments  fit  the  children,  there  is  no 
expense  for  material  and  no  trouble  about  having  them  made 
over. 

Dr.  Lemuel  F.  Woodward,  for  so  many  years  our  consulting 
physician,  and  upon  whose  kindly  assistance  we  have  come 
to  be  so  dependent,  has  written  to  physicians  in  various 
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towns  where  our  children  are  boarding,  and  the  following 
have  offered  their  services  free  of  charge:  Dr.  Mary 
Sherman  of  Brookfield  and  Dr.  Clifford  W.  Stickney  of  Holden. 
Dr.  Albert  C.  Getchell,  of  Worcester,  has  been  added  to  our 
list.  Most  grateful  are  we  to  these,  as  well  as  to  our  old 
friends,  Dr.  David  Harrower  and  Dr.  George  O.  Ward.  Our 
thanks  are  also  due  to  Dr.  George  E.  Savage,  through  whose 
influence  twenty-four  dentists  have  each  offered  to  care  for  the 
teeth  of  the  children.  Also  to  Dr.  Almond  F.  Townsend,  who 
has  cared  for  the  teeth  of  four  children  during  the  past  year. 
The  General  Secretary  often  works  in  connection  with  other 
charities,  and  we  wish  to  thank  The  Associated  Charities, 
the  Temporary  Home  and  Day  Nursery,  the  City  Missionary, 
the  District  Nursing  and  the  Employment  Societies  for  their 
co-operation.  Particularly  do  we  wish  to  speak  of  our  in¬ 
debtedness  to  The  Memorial  Hospital,  whose  helpfulness  is 
beyond  expression. 

There  exists  an  impression  that  since  the  children  are  no 
longer  in  the  Home  in  Worcester,  no  further  need  is  required 
for  money  or  clothing.  On  the  contrary,  not  only  do  we 
pay  the  board  and  clothe  a  larger  number  of  children,  but 
as  the  city  increases  in  size,  there  is  a  greater  number  of 
children  to  be  cared  for,  and  a  greater  drain  upon  our  resources. 
But  we  can  only  hope  that  this  charity,  which  must  appeal 
to  the  parent  as  well  as  to  the  philanthropist,  will  not  have 
its  work  curtailed  for  lack  of  funds.  To  those  who  have 
generously  helped  us  in  the  past,  we  can  only  extend  our 
grateful  thanks,  and  ask  for  their  continued  interest  and 
approval.

REPORT  OF  GENERAL  SECRETARY.

The  work  of  the  Society  can  be 
better  described  under  the  three 
following  heads: — 


The  Bureau  of  Information  and  Counsel. 

Every  application  made  to  us  during  the  past  year  has 
been  very  carefully  considered.  Our  first  question  has  always 
been,  after  hearing  all  the  particulars,  “how  will  it  be  possible 
to  keep  the  children  in  their  own  home?  ”  In  one  instance 
we  were  able  to  have  the  wages  of  a  widow  increased,  so  she 
could  keep  her  children.  Possibly  a  tenement  can  be  found 
near  the  Day  Nursery,  where  a  mother  deserted  by  her  husband 
can^have  her  children  cared  for  during  the  day,  and  we  try 
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to  aid  the  mother  in  obtaining  work,  where  she  can  return 
to  her  family  at  night. 

We  inquire  very  carefully  about  the  relatives;  they  may 
be  able  to  take  the  children  for  a  time  at  least,  or  help  in 
some  way.  Oftentimes  it  is  only  a  third  person  necessary 
to  adjust  matters  in  the  home  or  with  the  relatives. 

A  young  mother  with  two  small  children,  deserted  by  her 
husband,  had  been  keeping  house  for  a  few  months  for  her 
father,  the  mother  being  dead.  The  father,  being  rather  feeble 
and  having  little  work,  was  about  to  break  up  the  home  as 
he  felt  he  was  only  able  to  care  for  himself.  He  finally  con¬ 
sented  to  keep  the  home;  steady  employment  was  found  for 
the  young  mother,  and  an  aunt  persuaded  to  come  and  care 
for  the  children.  Thus  the  home  was  preserved. 

We  have  had  the  co-operation  of  many  of  the  Worcester 
societies  as  well  as  those  of  Boston  to  aid  us  in  this  work. 

It  is  not  until  all  other  resources  fail  that  we  take  the 
children  out  of  their  own  homes  and  place  them  in  other 


homes,  preferably  in  the  country. 

The  Placing-Out  Department.

We  have  always  a  reserved  number  of  approved  homes, 
much  time  having  been  spent  in  thoroughly  investigating 
them,  but  we  thus  avoid  placing  any  child  in  a  hurriedly 
investigated  home.  Much  care  is  taken  in  choosing  a  home 
for  a  child,  as  to  adaptability  and  nearness  to  relatives.  We 
go  with  the  child  to  the  new  home,  possibly  remaining  to  a 
meal  or  over  night.  In  our  frequent  visits  and  correspondence, 
we  seek  to  gain  his  full  confidence,  going  with  him  to  the 
barn  to  see  the  animals,  visiting  his  school  and  entering  into 
his  sports.  We  aim  also  to  gain  the  confidence  of  our  home 
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people,  so  both  take  us  into  their  lives  and  hearts,  as  they 
would  a  relative. 

Each  child  has  been  remembered  at  Christmas,  St.  Valen¬ 
tine’s  and  their  birthdays,  and  a  summer  outing  given  to 
each.  Seeds  were  sent  them  at  Easter-time  and  a  garden 
planted  by  each  one.  A  crusade  to  the  city  has  been  started 
for  the  care  of  the  teeth  of  the  children.  One  child  only 
has  been  seriously  ill,  as  a  result  of  an  accident.  Prompt 
medical  attendance  has  been  given  by  Dr.  Lemuel  F.  Wood-

ward,  and  through  his  influence  we  are  free  to  call  upon  one 
physician  in  each  town  where  we  board  children. 

From  four  free  homes  the  first  of  the  year,  we  now  have 
eleven.  Seven  of  our  girls  are  now  being  clothed  by  church 
societies,  which  is  a  great  help  to  us. 

We  have  put  rather  a  high  estimate  upon  what  the  parents 
or  relatives  are  to  pay,  and  much  time  and  vigilance  has 
been  spent  this  yearQin  bringing  them  up  to  this  standard. 
In  a  few  cases  we  h<±  y  fairly  well  settled  the  parent  to  regular 
habits  and  payments. 
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Quite  a  number  of  children  from  the  city  were  sent  into 
the  country  for  a  fortnight’s  outing.  We  are  grateful  to 
Pilgrim  Sunday  School  and  Miss  Stone  for  help  in  this  work. 

We  have  obtained  approved  boarding  homes  in  the  near 
neighborhood,  should  there  be  any  emergency  cases. 

A  mother  with  four  children  was  deserted  by  her  husband. 
An  exceptional  place  was  found  for  her,  where  she  could  earn 
four  dollars  a  week,  and  keep  the  two  little  girls  with  her, 
the  younger  being  a  cripple.  We  placed  the  two  boys  at 
board  in  the  country,  the  mother  paying  half  their  board. 


Thus  five  people  were  being  cared  for  at  a  very  little  expense 
to  the  Society. 

A  firm  applied  to  us  to  care  for  two  boys  whose  father, 
an  intemperate  man,  was  in  their  employ.  The  mother  was 
dead,  and  the  boys  running  wild  with  a  court  record.  The 
firm  was  willing  to  co-operate  with  us  by  saving  a  portion 
of  the  father’s  wages  toward  the  board  $f  the  boys.  We 
placed  them  in  the  very  best  home  w Pc  could  find,  with  a 
motherly  woman,  firm,  but  kind.  At  the  end  of  the  first 
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week  she  came  to  us  in  distress,  saying  she  could  not  keep 
them.  We  persuaded  her  to  do  so  a  few  days  longer.  The 
next  week  was  a  little  better,  and  by  constantly  visiting 
.and  helping  where  we  could,  the  boys  settled  into  regular 
habits  of  obedience,  and  are  still  there.  Had  it  not  been 
for  this  careful  supervision  we  might  now  be  moving  them 
from  home  to  home,  which  is  disastrous  to  a  child. 

Supervision  of  Children  in  Their  Own  Homes. 

This  often  requires  a  more  rigid  supervision  than  when 
boarded  in  the  country  out  of  their  own  homes. 

A  boy  thirteen  years  old,  has  been  troublesome  by  running 
away  to  neighboring  cities;  the  mother  came  to  us,  and  we 
are  trying  to  interest  and  keep  him  employed  as  much  as 
possible  here  in  the  city.  There  is  no  reason  why  he  should 
not  remain  in  his  own  home. 

A  girl,  who  had  been  in  our  care  for  several  years,  was 
returned  to  her  home.  The  older  brother  and  sister,  of  ster¬ 
ling  qualities,  had  worked  for  a  year  or  two  with  the  hope 
of  re-establishing  their  home  which  they  were  finally  able 
to  do,  placing  their  mother,  who  was  intemperate,  in  charge. 
This  required  a  rigid  supervision  on  our  part. 

To  keep  in  touch  with  children  who  have  been  in  our  care 
and  who  live  near  each  other,  a  Home  Library  Club  has  been 
•established,  which  consists  of  a  group  of  eight  girls,  with 
a  girl  librarian.  They  meet  each  week  at  the  home  of  one 
of  the  girls. 

By  our  present  system  we  are  able  to  care  for  children 
of  all  ages  for  a  longer  or  shorter  time.  Our  only  limit  is 
that  of  means,  but  as  Worcester  has  cared  so  well  for  the 
children  for  more  than  half  a  century,  we  hope  the  interest 
will  be  increased  to  adequately  meet  our  present  needs.
